Sister M. Victorine, director of 
Music at St. Teresa’s college, attended 
the fifty-ninth Annual meeting of the 
Music Teachers’ National Associa- 
tion at the William Penn Hotel, Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania, December 27-31. 
The convention was a joint session of 
the Music Teachers’ National Associa- 
tion and the American Musicological 
Society. More than five hundred 
members of these various organiza- 
tions attended. 

Church Music Featured 
A symposium, “Is Church Music 
Art?” was conducted at the William 
Penn Hotel. Demonstrations were 
given at the Sacred Heart Catholic 
Church and at the East Liberty Pres- 
byterian Church. The Second Ves- 
pers of the feast of the Holy Inno- 
cents and Benediction were sung by 
one hundred vested men and boys at 
the Sacred Heart Church. Examples 
of Protestant Church music, music 
in the liturgy of the Greek Orthodox 
Church, Greek Church music, music 
in the Synagogue, and Jewish Church 
music were illustrated at the East 
Liberty Presbyterian Church. 

Dr. W. F. G. Swann, Director, Bar- 
tol Research Foundation, Swarth- 
mane, Pennsylvania, discussed “Music 
as an Avocation.” By means of the 
“Phonodeik,” living sound waves 
from the speaker’s voice and from 
musical instruments were projected 
on the screen. Professor Dayton C. 
Miller, Case School of Applied 
Sciences, Cleveland, Ohio, presented 
the film as a part of his lecture on 
“Visible Sound.” 

Sectional Conference Held 
On the last afternoon, sectional 
conferences were held. Rudolph 
Ganz director, Chicago Musical Col- 
lege, Chicago, Illinois, led the discus- 
sion in the “Piano Forum.” John C. 
Wilcox, American Conservatory of 
Music, Chicago, presided over the 
“Voice Forum.” The Standing Com- 
mittee on Tests and Measurements 
sponsored a psychological research 
Forum.

St. Joseph’s Adds Hubbard Tub for 
Infantile Paralysis Treatment: 
Other Installations 



Practical and interesting improve- 
ments have been made recently at 
St. Joseph’s hospital, Linwood and 
Prospect. A Hubbard tub for un- 
derwater exercise in the treatment 
of infantile paralysis has been in- 
stalled in the Physiotherapy depart- 
ment. The hospital has also added 
an enclosed ambulance entrance 
which is heated so that patients can 
be removed from the ambulance 
with greater safety. Two new latest 
model Otis automatic elevators, one 
passenger and one service, have 
been installed, and a new revolving 
door has been placed at the north 
entrance. The halls at the south and 
at the north entrance have been lined 
with panels of marble. 

Auxiliary Active — Elects 
St. Joseph’s Hospital Auxiliary 
organized in September, 1936, is 
especially interested in the Pedriatic 
department of the hospital. Through 
revenue obtained from the first an- 
nual fair and fete, November G, and 
through sales made in the Gift Shop 
at the hospital, the organization has 
assisted in the remodeling of the 
Pedriatic department, and in the 
construction of a new enclosed sun 
porch. The nursery has been en- 
larged and redecorated. It is now 
attractively furnished to appeal to 
childish fancy with no loss of ef- 
ficiency necessary for bedside nurs- 
ing. It has a capacity of 36.

Deserves Great Praise 



January Dedicated to Infant Christ 

The month of January is dedicated particularly to 
the Infant Christ. One of the most widely practiced 
devotions is that to the Infant Jesus of Prague. The 
origin of this devotion is unusually interesting. 

On November 2, 1620, the united Protestant armies 
confronted the Catholic army, under Ferdinand II, 
emperor of Austria. The Austrians, realizing they had 
almost no chance to win hesitated to fight the large 
opposing force. At this moment, however, Father Dom- 
inic of Jesus-Mary, Superior General of the Discalced 
Carmelites, held up a once beautiful painting of the 
birth of Christ. Heretics had pierced the eyes of all 
the figures in the picture and otherwise mutilated it. 
The sight so incensed the Austrians that they swept 
into battle — and to victory. 

The grateful Ferdinand established several monas- 
teries of the Discalced Carmelites to express his appre- ] 
ciation of Father Dominic’s act. One of these, at j 
Prague, has become the center of the devotion to the 1 
Infant. When the Emperor forgot the monks, and when 
his son gave them only a small pittance, the monks 
were often in desperate need of food. Finally, Prin- 
cess Polixena resolved to give them her most treasured 
possession, a waxen statute of Jesus which had been 
brought from Spain as a wedding gift for her. She 
presented it to the monastery with the words, “As long 
as you venerate this Image, you shall not want.” Her 
words were prophetic. 

The entire community became devoted to the Infant 
Christ. Brother Cyril of the Mother of God was espe- 
cially devoted. During the Thirty-years War, the statue 
was thrown into a heap of rubbish by the troops plun- 
dering the Church. For seven years it remained un- 
discovered behind the main altar. During this period, 
the community suffered dreadful privations. Finally 
Brother Cyril discovered the statue and replaced it on 
the altar. The community prospered. A generous do- 
nation was received to repair the Infant’s hands which 
had been broken by the soldiers. Instead, a new statue 
was purchased, but when it was put on the altar, a 
candlestick fell on it and broke it. This, the monks 
thought, meant that the new statue was not approved 
by the Infant. Finally, the old statue was repaired and 
the community flourished. The custom of venerating 
this statue soon spread throughout Prague and then 
throughout the Catholic world. Duplicates of the 
statue have been made and may be found in homes 
and churches everywhere. 

Devotion to the Infant Jesus of Prague was revived 
at St. Teresa’s last July. The beautiful statue in the 
chapel was given to the school about twenty years ago 
by Mr. and Mrs. John R. Kelley in thanksgiving for the 
recovery of Mr. Kelley from a critical illness. Mr. and 
Mrs. Kelley were the grand aunt and uncle of Mary 
Margaret Lynch, freshman in the college. 



Kansas City Loses a Friend 

Kansas City and Missouri mourn the passing of 
William T. Kemper, chairman of the board of the Com- 
merce Trust company, who died at the University of 
Kansas hospital early Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Kemper was born at Gallatin, Missouri, seventy- 
one years ago. He began the career which was to 
make him one of the six richest men in Kansas City, 
as a shoe clerk at St. Joseph. 

From this humble beginning he advanced; establish- 
ed several business firms of his own; became president 
of the Board of Trade and proceeded even farther up 
the ranks of business. For years he represented the 
tenth district on the federal reserve council. Washing- 
ton. He resigned the office of police commissioner to 
run for mayor of Kansas City. 

He never allowed politics or differences of opinion

BOOKS 



WHAT ARE SAINTS? by C. C. Martindale 

Sheed & Ward Publishing Company. New York, $1. 



This book has been compiled from a series of talks 
broadcast by the author over the British Broadcasting 
Company Network. They were so enthusiastically re- 
ceived by the radio audience that a publication was is- 
sued. In a clever analysis of the lives of the saints 
from earliest Christian times the author convincingly 
relates in what saintliness really consists. 

He explains that the saints were men who primarily 
lived for the glory of God, and by their influence Chris- 
tianity has been inflamed, enriched, and purified. 
These men suffered illnesses, underwent human trials, 
and have felt human temptations, but their spirit, their 
wills, their love of God were responsible for their sanc- 
tity. The lives of St. Augustine, of Edward the Con- 
fessor, of St. Thomas Aquinas of Vincent de Paul clear- 
ly illustrate the fact that some af the greatest intellec- 
tual rulers, philosophers and social workers were saints 
and that it was their saintliness that really was respon- 
sible for their greatness. 

“What Are Saints”? will be regarded by the reader, 
not only as a book really simple in style but as one that 
will give them a better and deeper affection and regard 
for the saints. 



THE CRUSADERS by Hilaire Belloc 

Bruce Publishing Company, Milwaukee, $3.00. 

The colorful pageant of the eleventh century, the 
Crusaders, in which all Christendom participated is 
treated by Hilaire Belloc in his recent book. Mr. Bel- 
loc deals with this amazing endeavor from a military 
point of view. With a vivid and an impressive manner 
that is characteristic of the author, one of the most 
important periods in the history of Christianity is care- 
fully and adequately explained. 

The necessity of quelling Turkish power in Asia Min- 
or and of recovering the Holy Land from hostile Mo- 
hammedan rule aroused all Europe, and the First Great 
Crusade was launched. Four armies that were largely 
Gallic were organized under the leadership of four cap- 
able men. This great expedition consisted of enthu- 
siastic Pilgrims, knights, fighting men, women, and 
children. After a wearisome journey from Europe to 
Asia Minor, they reached the gate of Jerusalem; only 
a few tired crusaders of the original throng remained. 

Belloc presents the crusading period as centering 
around the successive events that led up to the erection 
of the Christian Kingdom in Jerusalem, its struggle for 
existence and its fall. He explains the causes of the 
final fall of the city, by describing the entire event from 
a military point of view, he relates how though the ef- 
fort failed it attained success. 

This book with its abundance of imformation and its 
historical accounts, its colorful drama, and military 
technique is one that presents a real picture of medieval 
times and warfare.
